GUEST EDITORIAL

Occasionally one hears the argument advanced 
that to join forces with others in a cooperative 
effort is to sacrifice, in Some manner, one's 
independence and "'clout.''’ Perhaps so, but 
history has recorded the passing of many a 
loner and faction whose "'pride,"' spirit of inde- 
pendence (or perhaps just plain orneriness!) 
somehow kept them from becoming a part of a 
larger, mutually protective effort. The process 
of evolution has demonstrated a sobering con- 
sistency for phasing out species failing to ally 
themselves with their fellows against external 
hazards. 


Surely anyone who has the moxie to qualify 
for an amateur radio license is also capable of 
perceiving the importance of protecting the 
privileges thus won - in fact, many subscribe 
to an even nobler purpose...the improvement 
and perpetuation of the amateur radio service. 
However, some of us tend to be individualistic, 
and that otherwise desirable characteristic 
often seems to cloud our judgment in matters 
calling for cooperative effort. For example, 
we threaten to withhold our support of our radio 
club or the League, or other group endeavor, 
because of some real or presumed deficiency 
in them, grimly rationalizing that we somehow 
sacrifice our individual freedom or '"'clout"' by 
entering into a common cause. Yet, in our 
sober moments most of us recognize thata 
solid front is vital to the future well-being of 
amateur radio in an increasingly competitive 
and organized society. 


Nobody is perfect...neither is any organiz- 
ation (including the ARRL!). But we would do: 
well to spurn neither our localor national ama- 
teur associations because of their imperfec- 
tions. There must be a higher destiny, too, 
than merely tossing rocks from curbside at the 
passing parade. Rather, the key to survival 
would appear to lie in working together for the 
common good, endeavoring to bring about im- 
provements in the way we conduct our collec- 
tive affairs. 


The future of amateur radio cannot simply 
be taken for granted. Indeed, we could exit 
the way of the dodo (and many other special 
interest groups)if we fail to perform as a team 
in meeting the challenges ahead. ''Clout" is 
the product of pulling together...not pulling 
apart.

FCC HIGHLIGHTS 


by Bill Grenfell, W4GF - Auto-Call - August 1974 


RELAXATION OF LOGGING FOR AMATEUR 
STATIONS ORDERED BY FCC, EFFECTIVE 
JULY 10, 1974 


The Rule regarding logging for amateur stations 
was amended to read as follows: "97.103 


Station log requirements. An accurate legible 


account of station operations shall be entered 
into a log for each amateur radio station. Th 
following items shall be entered as aminimun 
(a) The call sign of the station, the signature 
of the station licensee, or a photocopy of the 
station license. 
(b) The locations and dates upon which fixed 
operation of the station was initiated and ter- 
minated. If applicable, the location and dates 
upon which portable operation was initiated and 
terminated at each location. 
(1) The date and time periods the duty control 
operator for the station was other than the 
station licensee, and the signature and primary 
station call sign of that duty control operator. 
(2) A notation of third party traffic sent or re- 
ceived, including namesof all third parties and 
a brief description of the traffic content. This 
entry may be ina form other than written, but 
one which can be readily transcribed by the 
licensee into written form.

(3) Upon direction of the Commission, addition- 
al information as directed shall be recorded in 
the station log. 

97.103(a) provides that the log may contain 

copy of the station license or an entry of the 

all sign and the station licensee's signature. 
Iam advised that the photocopy in the log will 
satisy the ''posting"' requirement of rule Section 
97.85. 

Paragraph (b) of 97.103 deals with logging 
requirements for fixed and portable operation. 
Pertinent definitions from 97.3(m) follows: 
"Fixed operation. Radio communication con- 
ducted from the specific geographical land

location shown on the station license. Portable 


operation. Radio communication conducted 
from a specific geographical location other 
than that shown on the station license. Mobile 
operation. Radio communication conducted 
while in motion or during halts at unspecified 
locations." 


The foregoing definitions should require no 
explanation except some questions may arise 
as to what is considered to be (operation at) a 
specific geographical location (portable), which 
requires a log entry, v.s. a halt at an unspec- 
ified location (mobile). The FCC's Amateur 
and Citizens Division (A & CD) advises that, in 
spite of the fact that your equipment is capable 
of operation while in motion (e.g., in your 
car, boat, aircraft, hand-held, etc.) if you 
~re halted at a friend's house, in front of the 

ecocery store, parked at the intersection of 
‘"X'' and ''y"' streets, at the so-and-so dock or 
airport, or at any other location that specific) 
your operation must be logged as portable with 
each different location and the date of operation 
at each location shown. If you are in doubt, I 
suggest you log it and then ask A & CD for ad- 
vice. 

Logging of operation while in motion is not 
required - except that use of your mobile station, 
identified by your call sign, must be logged if 
a third party is involved at either end of the 
communication or if some other operator is 
controlling your station. Paragraphs 97. 103(b) 
(1) and (2) spell out the information to be 
entered in the log. If you stop fixed operation, 
operate mobile and then resume fixed operation 
as before, no log entry of termination and in- 
itiation of that fixed operation is required.

censed amateur) other than the two licensed 
operators controlling the stations exchanging 
the communications. In the eyesof the A & CD, 
a licensed amateur who is a third party, as 
described above, has exactly the same rights 
andis subject to the same restrictions (no more, 
no less) as a person without a license! 

As many of you know, in recent years FCC 
has interpreted paragraph 97.87(d) to require 
all operation at the fixed location specified on 
the amateur license to be identified by the call 
on that license, regardless of who was operat- 
ing the equipment or who owned the equipment 
being used. Thecurrent interpretation permits 
a visiting amateur to use his own call sign 
(portable) if the station equipment is his own 
(e.g., self-contained hand-carried, portable 
transceiver, etc.). Away from a fixed location 
specified on an amateur station license, the 
call sign used is up tothe amateurs concerned. 
However, a Station licensee who permits an- 
other licensed operator to use his station call 
sign must be prepared to take the responsi- 
bility for all such transmissions identified by 
his call sign. 


I was advised by an A & CD staff member 
that the log does not even have to label the 
fixed v.s. portable operation as such since the 
required location entry should make this self 
log and each time the location is changed. While 
not specifically required by 97.103(b) (2), it 
would appear advisable, in the licensee's inter- 
est, to include the date and pertinent station 
call sign involved in an exchange of third party 
traffic. Retaining a copy of the usual, proper- 
ly filled-out, amateur message form should 
serve the purpose of 97. 103(b) (2). 

Mobile stations arenot exempt from the third 
party log notation requirement when an auto- 
patch is made, even though the entire patch is 
recorded at the repeater. Likewise, other 
phone patch traffic must be logged. The Com- 
mission's Order (RM-2382, June 25, 1974) 
reminds repeater licensees that the require- 
ments for logging certain technical data in 
97,.111(f) remains unchanged. 

Of course, many - perhaps most - active 
amateurs will want to maintain a log much as 
they do now - with rather complete data on 
each call or exchange of communications. Be- 
sides providing a history of the station's oper- 
ation, a complete record may well serve to 
indicate whether the station was or was not in 
operation at the time of an alleged rule vio- 
lation.
